Mr. Manzanilla:
Thank you for the update, and we sincerely hope to hear from EPA by June 10.

Per our previous correspondence and consistent with the ADEQ-approved and NCP-compliant RID
groundwater remedial action for the WVBA WQARF Site, we have restarted the existing wellhead treatment
systems on a few of the most-highly contaminated RID wells to mitigate the highest hazardous VOC releases
to the local community. We are anxious to discuss with EPA our current thinking on how best to cost effectively
address, as a matter of applicable law, all the other RID wells that have been contaminated above applicable
water quality standards by groundwater contamination that has migrated from the Motorola 52nd Street
Superfund Site and is being released into the air of the local community in the WVBA WQARF Site.

Funding from PRPs, ADEQ (who is responsible for orphan shares under the WQARF Program) or the P3 that
RID has organized will be needed in the very near future both to continue operating the existing wellhead
treatment systems and to fully implement the remedy required for the groundwater contamination migrating
from the Motorola 52nd Street Superfund Site and into the WVBA WQARF Site. Time is of the essence to
address both the migrating groundwater contamination and the ongoing hazardous VOC releases into the local
low income, minority community in the WVBA WQARF Site.

We look forward to hearing from EPA on addressing these serious issues.

Mr. Manzanilla:

We look forward to EPA’s response regarding EPA’s involvement in implementing the RID remedial action at the West
Van Buren Area (WVBA) Water Quality Assurance Revolving Fund (WQARF) Site that has been approved by the Arizona
Department of Environmental Quality (ADEQ) as “reasonable, necessary, cost-effective and technically feasible” under
applicable Arizona law and by a federal judge as “substantially compliant” with the federal National Contingency Plan.

As you mentioned in San Francisco at our March 13, 2018 meeting, EPA has approved interim remedial actions prior to a
site being included on the National Priorities List (NPL) or as an operable unit of an existing NPL site. In fact, it appears
that the interim groundwater extraction, containment and treatment remedial action at the Motorola 52" Superfund
Street Site was approved by EPA in 1988 even though the site was not added to the NPL until October 1989. Therefore,
we look forward to working with EPA to address one of the largest groundwater contaminant plumes in the United
States by implementing the government-approved RID remedial action and utilizing the existing RID infrastructure that
RID, ADEQ, OU3 and WVBA PRPs and a federal judge have determined is necessary to meet ADEQ’s applicable remedial
action criteria and objectives for the WVBA WQAREF Site and EPA’s remedial action objectives for the Motorola 52"
Street Superfund Site.

Thank you for vour prompt response. We very much would appreciate an update on EPA's next steps,
process and timing in addressing ADEQY s formal request to EPA to evaluate extending the boundaries of
the Motorola 527 Street federal Superfund Site to include most of the current WVBA WOARF Site. Of
course, as we have discussed with EPA and as described and justified in ADEQ's April 24, 2018 request,
we strongly believe that extending the boundaries of the Motorola 52™ Street federal Superfund Site to
cover the portions of the WVBA WQARF Site as depicted in ADEQ s April 24, 2018 letter is fully
consistent with applicable Superfund program policies and procedures. Furthermore, such action by
EPAIs the most expeditious means to contain and restore contaminated groundwater in the largest
contamination site in the State and protect the local low income, minority community from further
direct exposure to releases of harmful YOUs,

We also would appreciate feedback on the various procedural options to expedite RIDYs remedial
actions as presented and discussed in our recent meeting and prior correspondence with EPA, assuming
FPA were to extend the Motorola 527 Street Superfund Site boundaries.

As mentioned in our last correspondence, RID is in the process of restarting the existing RID welthead
treatment systerms and would like to discuss our current thinking on how best to fully implement the
ADEQ-approved and NCP-compliant RID groundwater pump and treat remedial action in the WVBA
WOARF Site. As we have explained previcusly, full remediation can be performed using private funds
without any costs to EPA bevond necessary and appropriate oversight.
